Should  they 
not  be  taken  up  by  that  time,  or  no  special  arrangement 
be  made  for  holding  further  than  the  date  named,  at 
option  of  the  seller  they  may  be  considered  cancelled, 
and  the  amount  paid  will  be  forfeited  as  liquidated  dam- 
ages, or  balance  of  purchase  money  become  due  and 
goods  purchased  will  be  held  at  risk  or  expense  of  the 
purchaser. 

Transportation  at  Purchaser’s  Risk  and  Expense — ^All 
transportation  charges  are  to  be  paid  by  the  purchaser, 
and  our  responsibility  ceases  upon  delivery,  in  good 
order,  to  forwarding  companies;  claims  for  losses  or 
damages  must  be  made  upon  the  latter.  We  will,  how- 
ever, start  a tracer  for  delayed  shipments,  if  notified, 
and  use  every  means  at  our  command  to  secure  prompt 
delivery,  or  recovery  in  case  of  damage  or  loss. 

Guarantee — We  guarantee  every  tree  and  plant  that 
we  send  out  to  be  true  to  name.  Should  any  prove  to 
be  different  from  what  they  are  labeled,  we  will  return 
the  amount  paid  for  them  or  furnish  new  trees,  but 
we  are  not  subject  to  any  other  claims  or  damages. 

Claims — If,  by  any  possibility,  errors  should  occur, 
they  will'be  promptly  rectified,  if  claim  is  made  within 
five  days  after  the  receipt  of  the  goods.
